Yesterday Norman Thomas, Social- 
ist candidate for President, spoke in 
Minneapolis and stabbegq the farm 
strike in the back. Thomas told the 
farmers that though he was for “the 
spirit of their strike,” he sees “how it 


Can win something in the case of 


perishable commodities like milk, but 
scarcely .in the case of other com- 
modities.” 

Thomas gave the Socialist idea of 
assisting the farmers as “tax reforms’ 
(which may mean some lowering of 
taxes but is not specific), “socializa- 
tion” of farm machinery manufacture 
(without abolishing the capitalist 
system through revolution and hence 
meaning capitalist state ownership). 

Thomas also proposes reduced tar- 
iffs, which is of no particular imme- 
diate interest to farmers who can’t 
buy anythin= because they can’t sell 
their produce for 4 profit, or who 
fight against loss of their farms to tax 
collectors and mortgage - holding 
bankers.
